FORGERY. 

ONE OF THE MOST FORMIDABLE DOCUMENTS 
OFFERED BY THB DEMOURATS DECLARED TO 
BE BOGUS. 

Special Diapatch to The Tribune. 
Wasaveton, D. C., June 5.—The Republicans 
have insisted that the revolutionary programme 
of the Democrats was based upon forged docu- 
ments and vorjured testimony, 

expect that the leading Democratic witoess 

would volunteer to prove this. This Anderson 

did to-day. The investigation had dragged un- 

til Reed began the cross-examination about the 

Weber and Anderson agreement, or, as he calls 

it, “articles of co- partnership.“ Those present 

skilled in such matters wondered at the per- 
sistency of Reed in compelling Anderson to 
state whether he saw Weber write his signature 


to the document. He positively swore 
that he did see him. Then Reed 
produced the paper, and handing 


it to Anderson, asked him if it was the agree- 
ment. The paper was the original document 
that Anderson had sent to Stanley Matthews. 
It had been brought to the Committee-room by 
Stanley Matthews’ friend, J. D. Cox, member 
ol the Committee. Anderson took the paper, 
carefully examined it, holding it up to the light, 
and said: 1 know that is not my handwrit- 
ing. That is not the original document. It is 
an excellent forgery. It is certainly not the 
copy I sent to Stanley Matthews.“ The counsel 
of Anderson said afterwards that he was 
DUMBFOUNDED AT THE ANSWERS. 
Democratic Committeemen were speechless. 
The success of their case rested upon the 
authenticity of that document, yet their princi- 
pal witnesses declared that it is aforgery. Why 
did Anderson make that statement? A Repüb- 
lican member of the Committee says the reason 
is, He saw the door of the Penitentiary opeu- 
ing before him, and stepped aside.“ Auderson 
had prepared himself this morning betore ex- 
amination to swear that the Weber and Ander- 
sou partnership articles in Stanley Matthews’ 
hands were aforgery. He had seen in the 
morning papers intimations that the Republic- 
ans would attempt to prove that the signature 
of Weber to that agreement 
IS A FORGERY. 

Anderson's friends sav that he accordingly 
formed the theory that a forged document 
would be submitted to him which be would be 
requested to identify. If he should identify it 
he would be entrapped. Accordingly he told 
his friends that there were two marks by which 
he could identify the alleged original agree- 
ment. There were two red ink-spots, one at 
the top and one at the middle of the paper, 
which he claims to have erased. With that 
theory given to his friends, Anderson 
went into the Committee-room, and bis 
friends were dumbfounded when the document 
was presented to him to near him 
declare absolutely that it was a forgery, and, 
holding it to the light, balf across the room 
could be seen what seemed like one of the 
erasures of which he spoke. Nevertheless, Au- 
derson repeated with emphasis that the docu- 
ment was a forgery, and that neither the body 
of it nor the signature of it were genuine. 
There is only one hypothesis for the action of 
Anderson. If he forged thesignature of Weber 
he was certain that he was about to be discov- 
ered, and to avoid such chance he decided to de- 
clare the entire document aforgery. In giving 
this he had to choose between the discovery of 
his forgery and perjury, for he has already 
testified that the document sent to Matthews 
was the original document which he saw Weber 
leu. The basis of the Demoecratie claim thus 
falls to the ground. It wit be impossible for 
Anderson to extricate himself from his dilem- 
ma, for if he chooses te say, after miscroscopie 
examination,” that the dgcument is authentic, 
he will make it easy for the Republicans to 
prove that the siguature is a forgery. 
Anderson’s courage seems to have 
failed him as he began to realtze 
his terrible situation. The Democrats cannot

THE NASH AND WEB AGREEMENTS. 

Senator Matthews on Tuesday last gave toa 
correspondent of the Cincinnati Comercial 
the following facts in relation to his possession 
of the so-called Nash and Weber agreements: 

I had never seen James E. Anderson to know 
him until the 23d day of April, 1877. It is possi- 
ble I may haveseen him in New Orleans while 
there, but I had no acquaintance with him. On 
the date mentioned a gentleman called at my office 
in Cincinnati, and introduced himself as James E.

THE REVENUE BILL. 
LUG-ROLLING. 
Special Dispatch to The Tridune. 

Wasuineron, D. C., June 5.—Tne House 
discussed the bill for the modification of the in- 
ternal revenue laws. One change in the in- 
terests of Representatives of districts in the 
South where fllicit distillers ¢ontrol politics 
practically oullifies the operations of the United 
States Revenue System. The House has de- 
cided that, When any suits are brought, civil or 
criminal, against officers of the United States 
engaged in cnforcing the revenue laws, these 
suits can be only tried in the State Courts, 
ana cannot be transferred to the United States 
Courts. This is a repeal of a law passed 
half a century ago, and signed by 4m 
drew Jackson. The Democrats of that day 
were more convinced that the United 
States are a nation than the Southern Demo- 
crats appear to be to-day. At all events, by an 
almost entirely sectional vote the House do- 
cided that such cases 

CANNOT BE TRANSFERRED 

to the United States courts. The effect of this 
will be to practically prohibit any attempts at 
the execution of the several laws as to internal 
revenue in a large part of the South. The dis- 
tricts are entirely in the control of these moon- 
shiners. It is impossible now to execute Feder- 
al processes for illicit distillation except at the 


risk of life. If an officer attempts to 
make a seizure he is charged in 
the State courts with an attempt 


to murder, to intimidate, and arrested on a 
State warrant. Under the amendment adopted 
in the House to-day, he must be tried in the 


district where he attempts to execute the Fed- 


erallaw. There can be no doubt as to what the 
yerdict of a local jury would be, or of 

THE RULINGS OF THE COURT. 
The effect is practically nullification, so far 


as that branch of the Federal law is concerned. 


Mr. Burchard showed that the law was enacted 
in 1833, and was made to apply to all States 


against all Federal officers. Indeed, it 
was a part of the judiciary act, 
and had stood on the statute

This, it is claimed, will reduce the revenue 610, 
000,000. The other part of the scheme is the 
imposition of an income tax. The income tax 
and the reduction of the tobacco tax were joinea 
together in the Tucker bill, but, as that had 
been sent to the foot of the calendar in the 
Committee of the Whole. the tobacco interest 
combined to present it as an amendment to che 
Burchard bill. In view of the amendments 
which have been added to this bill, it is not im- 
probable that most of the Republicans to-mor- 
row will vote against the bill. 


KILLED.

He was 
viways elegantly clad, and his pockets were 
filled with louis d’ors. He seemed a jolly 
fellow, but 1 had no confidence in him.

He associated with two mea who after- 
ward proved employes of the Prefect of the 
Seine. Nobeling was always ready to prociatim 
his radical principles.

THE ORIENT. 
JAPAN—ASSASSINATION. 

TokonauA, May 20.—Okubo Toshimifsi, sen- 
ior Imperial Councillor, and Minister of the 
Home Department, was assassinated May 14. 
He was attacked by six men while riding from 
his residence to the palace, at 8 o’clock a. m. 
His murderers selected an unfrequented part of 
the route, cut down the horses, killed the 
driver, and slaughtered their victim as he 
sprang from the carriage. The body was 
frightfuliy mutilated, the face and neck covered 
with wounds, and one hand cut off. The assas- 
sins immediately proceeded totne palace and 
gave themselves up. They proved to be fanat- 
ical followers of the late rebel Saigo, although 
not from his part of the country. 
Two of them wrote letters and 
sent them to the newspaper before 
setting out, declaring their reasons. They say 
Okubo was selfish and tyrannical, preferring des- 
potism to liberty, overriding the law at pleasure, 
was arbitrary and proud, wasted public money, 
excluded patriots from ashare in the Govern- 
ment, thus exciting rebellion, failed to sustain 
the dignity of the Empire toward other nations, 
and therefore they killed him. A seventh ac- 
complice surrendered himself the following 
day. It is not believed any further extension of 
the conspiracy exists. Okubo was the foremost 
member of the Cabinet for many years, and was 
next in rank to the two Ministers known as Dai 
Jin. He was the principal mover in the great 
reforms of modern times. His loss is severe, 
though fortunately not irreparable. His col- 
league, Okuma, Minister of Finance, is recog- 
nized as not less sagacious, energetic, 
and progressive. Into his hands the leadership 
of the Government now falls. The Emperor 
has invested Okubo with the posthumous title 
of U. Dai Jin, one of the three offices nearest 
the throne, and augmented his rank. The fun- 
eral took place May 17, attended by an enor- 
mous concourse, including ail foreign officials. 
Okubo was a little over 40 years old. He was 
originally ot moderately good birth, and dis- 
tinguished bimsei£ dy reforms in his native 
province of Satsuma. . He secretly assisted the 
youth of that region to travel abroad and 
study, while yet forbidden by law and usage. 
Of this early party were almost all the 
Japanese now representing their country dip- 
lomatically at foreign capitals. After the war 
of the restoration be came rapidly to the front 
in civil affairs, always maintaining his promi- 
nence, visited America and Europe in 1872, un- 
der Iwakura. He will be succeeded as Minister 
of the Home Department by Ito Hirobumi, 
hitherto Minister of Public Works.

ANDREW JOHNSON. 


Unveiling of His Monument at Greenville, 
Tenn., Yesterday. 
Special Diapatch to Lac Tribune. 

GREENVILLB, Tenn., June 5.—About one-half 
mile south of Greenville, upon a high, promi- 
nent, conical hill, with an outstretching view, 
whose whole horizon is of mountains, stands 
the magnificent monument erected to the mem- 
ory of ex-President Andrew Johnson, by whose 
side lie the last mortal remains of his wife. 

A neat, substantial iron fence, surrounding a 
circular plat some thirty feet in diameter, in- 
closes the family burial place. The monument 
is in the middle, while two grave-stones to the 
south of it mark the resting-place of two sons, 
Charles and Robert. The place is in full 
view of trains approaehing Greenville from the 
West. The height of the monument is twenty- 
seyen feet. The base, composed of gray gran- 
its, is seven by nine feet square, and consists of 
three, piecés,—the low, broad arch spanning the 
graves, some three feet above the ground, and 
the two supports, resting upon a limestone 
foundation, which sets five feet in the solid 
slate of Monument Hill. Upon this arch rests 
the die, three feet high and four feet square, 
flanked yn either side by a half-pyramidal wing, 
ou the top of each of which stands an urn hold- 
ing a funeral torch. Upon this die is the in- 
scription: ‘‘Andrew Johnson, Seventeenth 
President, U. 8. A. Born Dec. 29, 1808. Died 
July 31,1875. ‘His Faith in the People Never 
The record of Mrs. Johnson's 
birth am death are also upon it. 

Next above the die is the pedestal, three feet 
high and two feet square, tinished at the top 
and bottom with a molding, bead-fillet, and 
concay@. On the pedestal is carved a scroll 
Constitution, and a book with a band resting 
on it. Surmouuting all is the shaft filteen feet 
in height. It is squgre, with beveled corners. 
Upon the upper und draped the Stars and 
Stripes, above which a globe, on which is 
perched an outspread eagle poised as if in de- 
fense against an expectéd attack from below.

Though open to 
counsel, he formed his own jadgment, and his con- 
clusion was immovable. pposition but fixed it 
the more firmly, and men called him obstinate, but 
he 6 upon his rendered reasons. He was 
thoroughly honest in his convictions, and in their 
defense no danger appalled him. He would have 
adhered to them at the martyr’s stake. His 
honesty, in the broad sense, was an emphatic trait. 
That which he believed became a part of him, and 
he was incorruptible by bribe, either to his purse 
or his ambition. His official standard of upright- 
ress was lofty, in an era of corruption 
he was without blemish. moral cour- 
age, in the performance of public 
duty, towerea to the sublime, and ‘in this 
respect their characters are as little different as are 
the spelling of their names Andrew Johnson and 
Andrew Jackson. His tastes were simple and fra- 
l, and the blandishments of station did not de- 
Conch them. A modest home in this unpretendin 
town, and the company of his neighbors, suffice 
for him who had moved among the more than equal 
of the great and titled. He did not affect piety, 
and was not communicative of whatever rel s 
views he entertained. So thoughtful as he was, 
it is probabie that he held some, but he kept that 
account with his Maker alone. He was not with- 
out faults, but they were such as are common with 
the best of men; and not without errors, but the 
balance of his qualities, great an small. 
and of his acts, public and 1 is more largely 
in his favor than thatof mostmen. His polit- 
ical principles were pronounced and steadfast. He 
was a Jeffersonian Democrat of the intense type, 
and believed firmly in the capacity of the people. 
in their honesty of purpose, and in their fidelity to 
good government and social order. Though to no 
man has the term been more offensively applied, 
he was not a demagogue, and no taint of agrarnan- 
ism defiled his thoughte. He op universal 
suffrage as alike inexpedient, and unconstitutional 
in the manner it was proposed. He did not mis- 
lead the people. He communed with them frankly, 
nor he did not forget that he was one of them, 
and had been of the humbiest, Occa- 
sion came when he differed with the 
people, and he meintained his opinions 
with fearless candor. He was devoted to the Con- 
stitution of the United States as the chart of the 
wisest and the freest Government ever devised by 
man. He interpreted it by the letter, and insisted 
that its powers should not be enlarged by too 
liberal construction. He regarded it as the palla- 
dium of popular government and regulated liberty. 
He jealousiy guarded the reserved rights of the 
States, but held that the union of these States, 
formed under the Constitution, was essential to 
their preservation. When it was imperiled, he 
stood forth ite mighty champion. Of that straggle 
others may wear the military laurels, but Im 
belongs the civic wreath; and in the catologue of 
its history the impartial verdict of aftertimes will 
award him the first place for unselfish patriotism 
and unequaled powers.

THAT SHERMAN LETTER. 

Of course all of this was not to be stood by 
the Republicans without a fight for it. The 
facta, as given, were made plain and palpable to 
the ‘visiting statesmen.’’ They were such as 
called at once, as a matter of common honesty, 
for the interference of the Returning Board. 
They must be presented, of course, in proper 
legal shape. There must be the proper pro- 
tests and affidavits of the Supervisors.  Tnere 
was evidence, and plenty of it, upon which they 
were to be based. There was no trouble in the 
connection with Weber. Weber was a man, 
brave and true. He proved it a little later, 
alas! with his life—shot down like a dog, in the 
broad light of day. The circumstances, how- 
ever, were peculiar. Weber had a home and 
family in Feliciana. He made no hesitation of 
telling the facts. To put these facts in legal 
shape, however, by xing his sworn statement, 
was to cause the vote of the parish to be re- 
jected. It was to cause every man’s hand, 
consequéntly, to be raised against him. It was 
to bring down the very anathemas of the 
damued upon his family. Put yourself in his 
place, reader—imagine, if you can, yourself in 
Weber’s position, and you will wonder not that 
there was hesitation—that it required some in- 
ducement to bring about the needed statement 
of facts. 

Secretary Sherman is said—with how much 
truth may not now be definitely known, in that 
Weber gave up his life to the assassin—to have 
joined with Mr. Matthews in a pledge of party 
reward. 

The pledge, if made, was no more than Weber 
had the mght to expect, no more than Mr. 
Sherman had the right, no more than it was his 
duty, in fact, to giye. It was understood by 
Republicans that some such pledge was given. 
It was not understood as linked with any pledges 
as given to Anderson, All the scandal in 
the connection has been far-fetched and 
wide ofthe mark. It is not known here that there 
was any definite pledge in writing at all. Such 
was simply the understanding of the case at the 
time in Republican circles. Weber was subse- 
quently murdered, as he had good reason to ex- 
pect that he would be. The secret, if any, died 
with his assassination. Tnere has been a good 
deal of nosing about on the part of the Democ- 
racyin search of documents claimed to bave 
been in Weber’s possession, and implicating 
Sherman. The documents, if any, are to be 
narrowed down at once to the one as described. 
There is no proof that it ever existed. If pro- 
duced, even, it would show to the credit rather 
than the discredit of Mr. Sherman. If ever 
made, it passed, in all probability, into the 
hands of Mrs. Weber. In such case, in ali prob- 
ability again, it has been through Mrs. Weber 
returned to Mr. Sherman as its rightful posses- 
sor.

The 
campaigu-mauagers turned him over at once to 
Kellogg. He had been appointed as Kellogg's 
net. Rule must so manage him as to get 
the necessary statement of facts. Anderson 
was open, of course, to persuasion. He want- 
ed, as said, a pledge that would secure him the 
position of Deputy Naval Officer. Kellogg 
never was known to hesitate in the mere matter 
of a pledge 

He would pledge the delights of a Turkish 
paradise, if need be, for an end. He satisfied 
Anderson for a time that all was lovely. He 
turned him over te Judge Campbell. . Judge 
Campbell got him properly fixed to a protest. 
Anderson, however, released from the b!andish- 
ments of Kellogg, began to consider. He 
doubted hie security in the matter of the prom- 
ised reward. He went square back on the pro- 
test. Matters were decidedly mixed. Some- 
thing must be done. 

WHERE STANLEY MATTHEWS COMES IN. 

Staniey Matthews, as one of the visiting 
statesmen, is understood to have come to the 
rescue. Anderson demanded, as said, a pledge 


of proper reward. He would be content with a 


written pledge from Mr. Matthews. Mr. Mat- 
thews, as understood, gave him something in 
the way of a pledge, as demanded. There was 
nothing in the mere pledge of itself. The facts 
were far more than sufficient to warrant the ac- 
tion said to have veen had. The end sought 
was an honest showing of honest facts. 

The ends of justice could in no other manner 
be attained. Mr. Matthews, as here under- 
stood, gave Anderson something in the way of 
a pledge, that, in case he stood up properly to 
the line of his duty, and aided thereby in estab- 
lishing the actual facts in connection with the 
East Feliciana campaign, he (Matthews) would 
gee that be was properly cared for. There 
could be nothing, as before said, wrong in the 
mere matter of the pledge. Mr. Matthews was 
simply unfortunate in his man. It was upon 
this pledge, as understood, that Anderson was 
induced to come up to the line of bis duty and 
certify to the facts that, as such, were simply 
— 2 It was through this pledge, too, as 
understood again, that came the appointment 
of Anderson as Consul resident at Funchal. 
Anderson didn’t see enough in it, and bolted 
the track again as once before in Louisiana. He 
gave up to Matthews soon after, as said, the 
Original draft of the pledge.

ORVILLE GRANT. 


What He Has to Say About His Brother 

Being a Presidential Candidate in 1880. 

A San Francisco correspondent of the Pitts- 
burg Zelegraph writes, under date of May 23, 
that he has been visiting Orville Grant at his 
ranch, and has had an interview. The subject 
of conversktion was the proposition to place 
Gen. Grant on the retired list. Tie following 
extracts will show the general spirit of the in- 


terview as reported : 

Answer. Upon my honor, my brother left Wash- 
ington a comparatively poor man. Although he 
has a little more property than I, he cannot be 
said to be as well-fixedin this world’s goods. He 
has a house in Chicago, and one in the East; he 
also has the now celebrated farm which the news- 
papers took such delight in describing, but these 
three properties are bardly worth the owning. The 
houses yield a little rent over and above the taxes, 
insurance, repairs, etc., but this is more than 
swallowed up by the almost unavoidabie expense 
of the farm. 

. ~Why does he not sell these properties? A. 

All his fancy horses 
and stock on his farm, which the newspapers made 
famous, he has sold off much below their value, 
and in some cases cost, in order to save the ex- 
pense of feediag them. 

„Ho does he live, then, if he has no income? 
This isa problem I have myself been trying to 
solve for my own benefit for many years. — 
Don't understand me that he has no income! He 
had a few thousand dollars saved up at the time he 
stepped out of the White House, and then he sold 
the fancy stock above referred to; but this fund, if 
invested in any of the Eastern securities that were 
considered safe, would not yield him sufficient to 
liveon. He could not expect over 10 per cent 
would yield him aliving. Having devoted himself 
to military and public affairs for so leng, he did 
not fee: that he could succeed in business, and he 
had not the inclination to try. 

Q.—What did he do? A,—He invested all the 
money be had in the ** bonanza stocks controlled 
by Flood & O'Brien! 

Do they yield sufficient revenue to support 
him? A.—Yes, some of his stock has paid 2 and 
3 per cent per month, but the most of it has paid 
him 5 per cent and even more each month. On this 
he has oeen able to live comfortably. 

Y.—Why is Don Cameron attempting to have 
your brother piaced on the retired list? A.—My 
tiret reason is this: Don, like ali other politicians, 
seeks advancement, and it may be possible that be 
tries to benefit a popular man, in a public way, in 
the hope that some of the honors popularly may 
siop over onto him!

Knowing 
full weli tnat after the first stab of the assassin's 
knife, after recovering consciousness from the 
first blow of the murderer's biudgeon, the country 
would rise up to protect herself, and every loyal. 
law-abiding citizen would grasp the trusty rifle 
that hung so long overthe mantelpiece, and look 
about himfor a patriotic General to lead him int 
battle; then, and not till then, would C. 8. 
Grant return to his native land. and once 
again he'd take command and lead the loyal sons 
of America on to victory. Nomanon this conti- 
nent would be so enthusiastically welcomed home 
in such an emergency as my brother. No man 
could so speedily or sv thoroughiy rally about him 
an army ofthe boys in blue as Gen. Grant. 


Q.—Suppose Tilden and his satraps see the folly 
of their ways, do you think it probable that your 
brother will be brought outas the next Presiden- 
tial Candidate anyhow? A.—I am sure of it. 
Even if revolution is avoided (which the recent 
action of Congress would not seem to indicate), 
the Republican leaders still need a man capable of 
cementing the party together again. While Hayes 
is no doubt honest and sincere in his policies, 
the inevitable result of such policies, if long con- 
tinued, is to shatter the Republican party, .and al- 
low it to fall to pieces, as a barrel would When you 
cut the hoops. 

Q.—Do you thiuk your brother will be elected? 
A. -I have no doubt of it in the world. Indeed, I 
am as certain that CU. S. Grant will be the next 
President of the United States as I am that I live.

Second Day’s Proceedings of the 
National Association of 
Retail Dealers. | 
Basis of Agreement with the 

Manufacturers aud Whole- 

salers.

The National Lumbermen’s Association began 
Its second day's session yesterday morning in 
«the Tremont House, President Hollenbeck in 


the chair. 


Mr. Smith, of the Committee appointed to 
confer with a committee from the Lumbermen’s 
Exchange, reported that a meeting of the two 
Committees had been held at N 0’clock, at which 
the basis of an agreement had been arrived . 
By that agreement, all old assessments 11 to 
be abated. The sum of $5 was to be paid 0 the 
retail dealers on all cars of common jamber 
shipped outside of the trade, and 88 on cars of 
lumber containing grades better than common. 
From this, however, manufacturers and railroad 
companies were to be excepted. By the ar- 
rangement agreed upon in committee, the other 
Association was to reserve an area of fifteen 


these arrangements should not hofd good. As 
to the matter of arbitration, the other Associa- 
tion claimed two members on the Arbitration 
Committee, and were willlng to grant two to 
this Association, these 1our to have the privilege 
of choosing the fifth. 

The report was adopted as the sense of the 
Association, it being statcd, however, that the 
Lumbermen's Exchange would notify the Asso- 
ciation by 11 o’clock whether it adopted the ar- 
rangment as a body or not. 

By common consent, a committee, consisting 
of Messrs. Trego, Golden, and Dixon, was ap- 
pointed to confer with the sash and door dealers 
on matters of interest to the trade. 

Mr. Steele, from the Lumbermen’s Exchange, 
appeared at thie stage, and stated that the basis 
of agreement above referred to had been accept- 
ed by his body. There were other ints 
which his Association had not _insist- 
ed upon as necessary to the agreement, 
but which he trusted the retailers would 
consider. They were to the effect that, 

in case of purchasers in the country refusing to 
receive lumber, the Exchange desired the privi- 
lege of selling to any person in the town. In 
case a dealer in any town became insolvent or 
refused to pay his bills, provided there was no 
other dealer in the palce, the Exchange desired 
the privilege of selling in that town. Where 
country dealers piled lumber in Chicago aud 
shipped direct to farmers, the Exchange request- 
eu that these gentlemen be re ed as Chicago 
wholesale dealers and assessed accordingly. 

Mr. Steele stated in conclusion that all the 
members of the Exchange would, he believed, 
hve up to the agreement, which was to run for 
six month any way. The Exchange had no 
doubt that the retailers would also observe its 
provisions. [Apolause. 

The agreement having been adopted by both 
Associations, and the suggestions of Mr. Steele 
having been embodied in the Constitution of 
the Retailers’ Association, further action was un- 
necessary. A vote of thanks was extended to 
Mr. Steele aud his Association for their labors 
in assisting to bring about harmony, 

Mr. Cadle called attention toatrade dispute 
between Messrs. Blood and Payne, and, on mo- 
ton, a committee consisting of Messrs. Best, 
lrego, and Golden was appointed to sit on the 
cas 


e. 
At this stage the convention took à recess 
until 2 o’clock, the membersin the meantime 
visiting the Board of Trade rooms in a body. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 

On reassembling, Mr. Trego reported that his 
Committee had met the Committee of the sash 
and door dealers, who had agreed to all that was 
asked, viz., that they would pay the retailers 10 
per cent on the net amount of invoices on every 
class of work included in their price-list. 

The report was adopted, and a provision in- 
serted in the constitution embodying its sub- 
stance. 

Mr. I. C. Wade offered the following: 

Wurreas, After careful examination and ma- 
tare deliberation of the differences existing be- 
tween the wholesale and retail organizations, they 
have all been adjusted with honor and credit to 
both, we now, to further cement the two organi- 
zations, do bind ourseives to carry out the foliow- 
ing resolution: 

tesolved, That we whl bug only of such firms 
as agree to support and assist us in full faith to 
carry out the rules of our Association, and that the 
Secretary furnish a list of such firms as soon as 
practicable. 

In explaining his object in offering the ab ove, 
Mr. Wade said he haa found considerable dif- 
ference of opinion existing among members of 
tbe Lumber Exchange. If they proposea to 
sell to outsiders, it would be all right. But, he 
added, as he explained what he meant by all 
right,“ the retailers must make these people 
uuderstand that, if such a course was persisted 
in, they (the retailers) would not buy of them. 
Everybody who had faith in the Association, he 
said, would agree heartily with the spirit of the 
resolution. 

The Association did, judging from the fact 
that ft was adopted with remarkable unanimity. 

An election of officers for the ensuing year 
was had, with the following result: President. 
J. W. Porter; Vice-President, A. H. Trego; 
Secretary, W. B. Judson; Directors, Messrs. 
Cadle of Missouri. Menefee of Indiana, Golden 
of Illinois, Ingersoll of Kansas, Eagle of II- 
linois, Hassett of Missouri, Dickson of Illinois. 

The President reported that the Blood-Payne 
case, in which a committee had been appointed 
at the morning session to arbitrate the diffi- 
culty, had been amicably settled between the 
parties to the coutroversy. 

The new President was escorted to the chair, 
ana returned his thanks forthe elevation ina 
brief speech. 

On motion, it was decided to pay the Secre- 
tary $300 for his services during the past seven 
months. 

Mr. Cadle offered a resolution designed to 
cheer the heart of the publisher of the Vorth- 
western Lumberman, the organ of the Associa- 
tion. It was adopted unanimously. 

The Convention then adjourned to meet 
oan in Chicago the second Wednesday in July,

CURRENCY CONTRACTION. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicaco, June 4.—In your editorial statement 
of the Ist inst., purporting to give our volume of 
currency as it stood on the 3lst day of August, 
1865, you overlook or ignore $250, 978, 390 of com- 
pound interest, and one and two years’ legal-tender 
notes then outstanding. 

These notes were made in the similitude of 
greenbacks They were legal-tender at'their face 
value to the same extent that greenbacks were. 
Theywere paid out by the Government as money, 
and as such Circulated from hand to hand precisely 
like other money until their accumulations of in- 
terest made it profitable to hoard them, when they 
were mostly absorbed into the reserves of corpor- 
rate and private banks, displacing other money 
therein; but whether in circulation or in orainary 
bank rerervess they were money, not because they 
were legal-tender, but because they were perform- 
ing the offices of money, and they can be no more 
properly ignored than greenbacks in estimating 
our then currency volume. With this correction 
made, your tables will show a contraction of over 
$200, 000. 000 in our quantity of current money 
since Aug. 31. 1865. 

[We did not ‘‘ overlook ' those issues, but 
we did ignore“ them, forthe reason that they 
never periormed the functions of currency to 
any great extent. They were legal-tenders ony 
Jor their face, and if tendered in payment of 
debt all the accumulated interest would be sac- 
rificed by the bolder. Hence they were never 
tendered and forced on the creditor. They were 
used in barter, and in purchases of property, 
nut after one day they were worth more than 
bank-notes for purchasing property, and hence 
were not paid out but sparingly. They were 
hoarded for investment and kept for the sake of 
the interest, the same as bonds, mortgages, and 
notes of hand. The point to ascertain is, What 
percentage of the interest-bearing legal-tenders 
did actually circulate as money at any time? 
The highest official estimate we can find is - 
000, which We regard as much too high. Th 
history as a circulating medium is this: They 
were paid out to the "Government creditors, 
after two or tbree exchanges, at m 
and, just as soon as a little interest 
began to accrue on them, they went into 
the possession of bankers, capitalists, 
and investors, to be soon funded into aes 
number passing from band to hand, like bank- 
notes in daily business, we do not believe aver- 
aged thirty millions. As they were worth more 
than bank-notes aftera single day, they were 
displaced by the inferior and cheaper currency 
under the operation of “Gresham law,“ which 
puzzles the unskilled in finance by its seeming 
paradox. It does not say that people prefer the 
worst or cheapest currency, but the principle of 
the operation of the “Gresham law” is that 
people got rid of—that is, circulate—the poor- 
est money, and held back the best. Hence, the 
interest-bearing legal-tenders were 
very sparingly. 

As to the second claim of Mr. Arthur, that 
ihterest-bearing legal-tenders were absorbed

The cross-cxamination of Anpmrsow be- 
fore the Porrzr Committee yesterday took a 
curious and unexpected turn, It would 
seem that the Republicans resorted to strat- 
egy to confound and break down the ad- 
mitted falsifier and perjurer whose state- 
ments and documents constitute the chief 
dependence of the fraud-hunters.

James E. Anprerson, ex-Supervisor of East 

Feliciana Parish, Louisiana, is the witness 
upon whom the Democrats chiefly rely to 
bring about the ‘peaceful revolution 
whereby they propose to unseat President 
Hayes. In selecting him as the tool to be 
used for this purpose they must have known 
that he was a knave and political adventurer 
who would convict himself on the witness 
stand of deliberhte perjury. This is pre- 
cisely what ANpERson has done. If anybody 
previously entertained any doubt as to his 
real character, his cross-examination must 
have removed it. Anperson has convicted 
himself by his own testimony of blackmail, 
false swearing, double dealing, and the most 
unscrupulous political villainy. He bas ad- 
mitted with the most unblushing impudence 
that he purposely deceived the Senate Com- 
mittee that visited Louisiana by withholding 
what he now alleges to be facts, and 
that he did this while under oath 
to tell the whole trath and nothing but 
the truth. He says he deceived one 
Committee while he was under oath, but 
would not deceive this Committee, being 
under oath! Finally, he makes up a just 
estimate on the value of his own testimony 
by saying that he does not expect anybody 
to believe him now, but relies upon the cor- 
roboration of other evidence. We have 
already analyzed the case as he has made it 
up, and have demonstrated that all the ad- 
mitted facts, and genuine documents, and 
reasonable probabilities do not confirm but 
flatly contradict ANpDERsoNn’s testimony, 
But there is evidence outside of AnpzR- 
son’s own admissions of guilt which shows 
him to be even more of a villain than he is 
willing to confess. We print elsewhere 
some important information bearing on his 
case. The New Orleans correspondent of 
the Cincinnati Gazette—-a gentleman who 
has lived in Louisiana for many years, and 
who is entirely familiar with the politics 
of the State—gives a connected account of 
the elections in East and West Feliciana 
Parishes. These parishes are included in the 
most lawless district of the State, and the 
bulldozing began fully a year before ele- 
tion. It consisted of raids of armed men, 
threats of discharge, whippings, and mar- 
ders, and it was kept up till Republican 
meetings and clubs were out of the question 
even months before the election, and not a 
single Republican in one of the parishes 
dared offer to vote on election-day out of 
2,127 Republican voters who were registered.

Thus within less than three weeks ANDERSON 
solemnly and publicly affirms not to be true 
what he afterwards swears to be true.

THE er OF THE EMPEROR OF 

After havi d the span of years al- 
lotted to man, after a term of twenty- 
one years spent as Regent and King of 
Prussia and Emperor of Germany, WILLIAM 
I., lying in his palace and suffering from 
the wounds of a cowardly assassin, retires 
from the cares and duties of the throne and 
appoints as Regent his son, the Crown- 
Prince Freperick Writam = Nicnoras 
Cuaries, or Unser Fnrrz,.“ as the Ger- 
maus familiarly call him. The old Emperor 
has had an eventful life. He was born 
March 22, 1797, son of Freperick WmuuM 
III. and Queen Lovrsa, and as a boy 
marched with the Allies into Paris 
after the overthrow of Napotzon. Coming 
inte manhood as a soldier, he has always re- 
mained one, never giving up his uniform, 
and always sleeping under his military 
blankets upon a rude iron couch. When 
his brother, Freperick Wri IV., as- 
cended the throne in 1840, he was recog - 
nized as the heir apparent. His military 
predilections gave rise to the idea that he 
was an absolutist, and so general was this 
idea that, in the uprising of 1848, he had to 
leave the country. After an absence of a few 
months he returned, put down the repub- 
lican insurrection, and subsequently held 
several important military positions. In 
1857, his brother being incapacitated by ill- 
ness, he assumed his functions, and the next 
year was formally installed as Regent, suc- 
ceeding as King of Prussia in 1861. From 
that time until 1870 he accomplished a great 
work in giving Germany her present military 
strength and prestige. He reorganized the 
army as his first step. He made Bismarck 
Minister of Foreign Affairs in 1862; 
secured Schleswig and Lauenburg in the 
Schleswig-Holstein war; in 1866, extinguish- 
ed Austria asa German Power, and added 


Nassau, and Frankfort to Prussia, and estab- 
lished the North-German Confederation ; 
and in 1867 made Bismarck Chancellor. | 
The candidature of the Spanish throne in 
1870 precipitated war between France and 
Germany. The South German States joined 
the Northern, and the war was marked by a 
succession of brilliant victories achieved by 
the German armies, with which he remained 
from the firing of the first shot q the final 
surrender of Narolrox at Sedan. On the 
18th of January, 1871, at his military head- 
quarters at Versailles, by the request of the 
German States, he was crowned Emperor of 
Germany, and his first proclamation incor- 
porated Alsace and Lorraine in the Empire. 
Since that time he has cemented still strong- 
er the friendship of Germany with Russia, 
Austria, and Italy, and carried on a prolong- 
ed and severe contest with the Roman hier- 
archy during the Pontificate of Pros IX. 

The Emperor has but one daughter, the 
Princess Lovis, born in 1838, and married 
in 1856 to the Grand Duke Frepericx of 
Baden; and one son, Prince Frepericx 
WILLIAu NicnoLas CnaRLxs, in whose favor 
he has retired. The Crown Prince, now Re- 
gent, was born in 1831, and graduated from 
the University of Konigsberg. In 1858 he 
married Victonta Abrams, the Princess 
Royal of Great Britain, by whom he has had 
six children. Like his father, he is a great 
soldier, and has performed . distinguished 
service in two important wars. In 1866, as 
Commander-in-Chief of the second Prussian 
army, he contributed largely to the decisive 
victory of Sadowa, and in the Franco-Ger- 
man war he served as the commander of the 
third army at the head of the South Ger- 
man forces. He won the first victory of the 
wer at Weissenburg, defeated MacManon at 
Worth, and played a conspicuous part in the 
catastrophe of Sedan and the siege of Paris. 
The past has furnished a clear and unqnes- 
tionable record of his military abili- 
ties. The future must determine 
his measure of statesmanship ; but, so long as 
Bomance remains at the helm, there will 
probably be no change in the policy of the 
Empire, unless it be that its edicts and laws 
will be more severely enforced. The title of 
the Prince upon his accession to the throne 
will probably be Fre Wan I. of 
Germany, though he will also be Faeprnics 
WILIA V. of Prussia.

alone in Germany, but all over Europe. The 
Roman hierarchy has no cause to remember 
the German Government with gratitude, and 
yet Lzo XIII. has sent not only his con- 
dolences, byt the proffer of his active 
services in preventing the spread of Social- 
ism. As there is scarcely a Power 
in Europe that is not more or 
less endangered by these visionary and reck- 
less schemers, the German Government 
will have general sympathy in its efforts to 
put them down. It will have the sympathy 
of the mujority of people in the United 
States, who had last summer an experience 
with these fellows. They may have some 
grounds of complaint. They may be suffer- 
ing from some. wrongs which ought to be 
righted, but when they resort to assassina- 
tion and incendiarism as the remedy for 
what they consider as wrongs, when they 
claim that all property shall be divided, 
and that wealth is acrime, and when they 
seek to destroy the Church and society itself 
and plunge the world into anarchy, then any 
Government is justified in putting them 
down by the strong arm of force, however 
terrible the process may be. The Social- 
ists of Berlin who met and drew lots to see 
who should be the assassin have only them- 
selves to blame if the hour of retribution 
has come. 
THE INDIANA REPUBLICANS. 

The Republicans of Indiana held a State 
Convention yesterday, which was not only 
distinguished by the number and character 
of the delegates, but also by the enthusiasm 
and harmony which governed the proceed. 
ings. The gallant Ben Hargrson was Presi- 
dent of the Convention, and made a patriotic 
and stirring speech, the sentiments of which 
were subsequently embodied in the platform, 
and unanimously and heartily applauded. 
The platform itself isa wise and judicious 
doounfent despite its length, and is especially 
commendable for the frankness of its declara- 
tions. It bravely denounces lawlessness, 
and all resort to force or violence as main- 
tained by the Communists and their sym- 
pathizers, and asserts the maintenance of 
the national credit,—that there shall be no 
abandonment or depreciation of the green- 
backs, but a currency of greenbacks, silver, 
and gold, interchangeable at par. The Con- 
vention denounced the Democrats in Con- 
gress for their lawless action in seeking to 
strengthen their majority in the House by 
arbitrarily ejecting Republicans who had 
been legally elected,—a revolutionary pro- 
ceeding without apology, and subversive of 
the right of the people to choose their own 
representatives. 

It further denounced in strong language 
the dishonesty of the Democrats in Congress, 
who, under the pretense of investigating 
fraud in the election in Florida and Lou- 
isiana, seek to conceal the illegal and forcible 
means by which voters in the Southern 
States were intimidated, and thousands 
sought to be corrupted, and declare that the 
unblushing manner in which the Democratic 
leaders undertook to buy the votes of Presi- 
dential Electors with money proves them to 
be unworthy of public confidence. The 
Convention denounced the denial of the title 
of President Hares as an act of party desper- 
ation, and the attempt to oust him as a revo- 
lutionary resistance to law. The Convention, 
while affirming the title of Presidsnt Hares 
to be unquestionable, declared its recogni- 
tion, in his personal integrity as well as in 
the general course of his Administration, the 
guarantee that he will conduct the Govern- 
ment so as to preserve the honor and pro- 
mote the happiness of the whole country. 
This platform will meet the cordial approba- 
tion of the oountry, of all men of all par- 
ties who have not embraced the Mexican 
policy gf revolution on all possible occasions, 
with or without a pretext. The American 
people demand peace, order, and security ; 
they insist that there shall be an end to 
strife, and that law and authority shall be 
supreme, and that obedience to law and au- 
thority must be resolutely and promptly en- 
forced, no matter by whom insurrection or 
revolution shall be attempted. This plat- 
form is hut a declaration of the almost unan- 
imous public will in this respect, and will 
find a hearty response not only in Indiana, 
but in all the States, whose people demand 
peace and tranquillity, and industry and em- 
ployment, and not war, revolution, and an- 
archy. 


ANOTHER STEP IN REVOLUTION. 

The Democratic majority in the House of 
Representatives on Monday last inserted in 
the bill revising the Internal Revenue laws 
a provision to prohibit the transfer of suits 
against internal revenue officers from State 
to the Federal courts. This isa declaration 
that suits for violation of the United States 
Revenue laws are to be triedin the State 
courts, without any authority to transfer the 
cases to the United Statescourts. This takes 
from the United States Government the power 
to administer its own laws within the States, 
and elevates the State authority, in matters of 
national law, above the Federal Government. 
The effect of this action will be to leave the 
officer charged with the execution of the 
Revenue laws of the United States by virtue 
of any warrant or order, who shall seize any 
distillery, or rectifying establishment, or 
other premises or property carried on in 
violation of law, and shall be sued therefor 
in. an action or damages in a State court, 
without the protection of the courts of the 
United States, and compelled to submit to 
the result of the trial in the local or State 
courts. In other words, the execution of 
the United States Revenue laws in States 
is made subordinate to the laws of the State | 
and to the judgment of the State courts. | 
Every officer in North Carolina, Georgia, or 
Tennessee who undertakes to execute the 
law against illicit distilling in those States 
must do so subject to prosecution in the 
State courts, and, if he have to resort to 
force in executing the United States law, 
must do so subject to criminal prosecution 
in the State courts, and before juries in the 
local tribunals;

It is the beginning of the Demooratic re- 
assertion of the doctrine that this is a Gov- 
ernment of sovereign States, and that there 
is no such thing as a National Ggvernment, 
and that the Government at Washington is a. 
mere agency, appointed by the States, exist- 
ing at their mere pleasure and will. This is 


that opportanity of asserting itself which it In keeping with the predictions made by Mr. 


Porrer, published yesterday, that the Gov- 
ernment of the United States should have 
| imits plaped on its power; otherwise many 
States would take it into their heads to go 
aut of the Union, and there was no power to 
stop them. The whole doctrine of sov- 
‘ereignty of the States is diametrically opposed 
to that of nationality. There can be but 
one sovereignty if there is to be a national 
existence. The moment that the Govern- 
ment of the United States becomes a for- 
eign” power in the State of New York, or in 
North Carolina, then the nationality of the 
United States ceases to exist, and we degen- 
erate into a mere confederacy of petty 
States, held together by a tie so slender that 
any one State, at any time, may break the 
Union. That is the kind of Union which 
Tun described ours to be in his famous 
letters in 1860, and which was again pre- 
sented by Porrsr’s revolutionary speech in 
Congress in 1874. 

The vote taking the execution of a purely 
Federal law from the Federal and conferring 


courts, is a direct measure of denationaliza- 
tion. Itisa recognitionof State authority 
and control over the administration of Fed- 
eral laws, and, in fact, requires State au- 
thority to enforce Federal laws within the 


| limits of the State. The same House a few 


days ago decided that the army should be so 
reduced as to be powerless in the hands 
of the Government to enforce the lews. It 
also prohibited the use of any troops by the 
United States within the limits of a State 
to enforce any law of the United States, and 
now the same House declares that any officer 
of the United States enforcing the Revenue 
law in a State must do so subject to the juris- 
diction of State laws and State courts, and 
free of any protection on the part of the 
Federal Government or courts. 

Thus step by step are the Democrats prepar- 
ing for revolution. They rcpudiate nationality, 
and, with the doctrine of State sovereignty, 
State independence, they are preparing tha 
way for revolution by State proclamation, 
after the Mexican fashion, whenever they are 
dissatisfied with legislation or a Presidential 
election. 


MANOEL TALCOTT, 

Mr. Mance. TALcorr, one of Chicago’s best- 
known, oldest, and most highly-respected citi- 
zens, died yesterday morning at 4 o’clock at his 
residence, No. 92 Park avenue. He had been 
suffering for a year or more from the complaint 
which ultimately proved fatal—an affection of 
the heart. The disorder, however, was not of 
such a character as to confine him to his bed, 
and Monday and Tuesday of this week he was 
engaged in business down-town, and it was 
thought that his condition was improved. Be- 
ing a man of excellent physique and the best of 
habits, it was believed that he had several years 
of usefulness before him, but in the dead 
watches of the nicht the dread summons came, 
and, almost before assistance could be calied, 
MANCEL TaLcott breathed his last. 

The deceased was born in Rome, N. T., in Oc 
tober, 1817, of old Connecticut stock. In the 
fall of 1833, being then a lad of less than 17, he 
decided to try his fortunes in the West, and, 
armed with no other fortune-compelling 
weapons than a pair of willing hands, a com- 
mon-school education a strong constitution, 
and a stout heart, he struck for Illinois, then 
„the frontier.” As an earnest ot what he in- 
tended to do in the West, the country boy left 
the boat at Detroit, and walked across the Pen- 
insula of Micmgan to his future home in the 
City of the Lakes. But at that time Chicago 
gave little promise of its glorious future as a 
commercial entrepot, and youve TaLcort, 
who had been brought up on a farm, 
settled ona farm ou the Desplaines River, 
where he continued for fifteen years,—spending 
a part of his time, however, in work on the IIIi- 
nois & Michigan Canal, where his brother was 
employed as an engineer, and where he met for 
the first time H. M. Sincer, afterwards his 
partner. There he was married to Miss Oris, 
of Desplaines, who survives him. In 1849 Mr. 
TaLcotTt again went West, this time to Califor- 
nia. He remained in the Golden State about 
three years, engaging in many pursuits, and 
amassing a considerable fortune. On his return 
he associated himselt with Mr. Henry M. Son 
in the stone business, under the firm name 
of Sincer & TALcorr, and with this enterprise 
he was connected at his death. He was one of 
the tounders of the First National Bank of Chi- 
cago, and a Director of that institution since 
1863, and for several years past a Director and 
President of the Union Stock-Yards National 
Bank. He was also President of the Excelsior 
Stone Company, and was connected with other 
important business enterprises in the city. 

Politically, Mr. TALcorr was a strong Repub- 
lican, fully in sympathy with all the great 
movements which have been initiated and car- 
ried through by that party, and an earnest ad- 
vocate for the right at all times. In 1863 he 
was elected Alderman from the (old) Ninth 
Ward, and served one year. In 1865 his fel- 
low-citizens again insisted on him going 
to the Council as their representative, and this 
time be remained two years. In November, 
1871, when the old Board of Supervisors went 
out of existence, and the first Board of County 
Commissioners was elected, Mr. Ta.Loorr was 
chosen as one of that body. Soon after his 
election, Mr. T. B. Brown, then Police Com- 
missioner, resigned, and Mr. TaLcorr was urged 
to accept the position, to which he reluctantly 
agreed. He was elected by the County Board 
Dec. 14, 1871, and resigned his membership in 
that body on the same day. He was a member 
of the Police Board until Dec. 2, 1872, acting 
during that period as its Presidént, and display- 
ing as a public officer the same shrewd common 
sense and business capacity that had distin- 
guished nim in private life. While often brusque 
in manner and quick of speech, he won the 
good will of all the subordinates of the depart- 
ments with which he was connected, and it was 
with general regret that he gave up a position 
he had unwillingly assumed. 

Since that time Mr. TaLcorr has kept out of 
politics, although his name has been spoken of 
for several positions of trust and confidence, 
notably that of Mayor of the city. 

The deceased was no politician, but when it 
‘became apparent that the professional law- 
makers were in too many cases incompetent and 
corrupt, meq turned instinctively to such high- 
minded and‘honegt men to conserve the inter- 
ests of the people aad stand between them and 
the spoilers. A man Of the highest business 
and personal character, a ‘kind and agreeavle 
friend and neighbor, * of a very 
charitable disposition, Mr. Tal cer belonged to 
that lass of citizens whom Chicago needs 
most d whom it shou'd most honor. Al- 
though not a communicant, he was a regular 
attendant at the Universalist Church oli the 
Kedeemer, and was a member of the Church 
Society. It is recorded that he subscribea 
nobly for the relief ot this church when it was 
struggling under a heavy debt, and his charities 
were,manifold, although he had a conscientious 
objection to having them blazoned forth to the 
world.

While it is known that enlargement of the 
heart was the immediate cause of death, the 
disorder from which Mr. TaLcotr suffered was 
a somewhat complicated one. In May, 1874, 
his house was entered by vurglars, and in re- 
pelliug their attack Mr. Tal corr injured him- 
self severely, the chair with which struck at 
one of the midnight marauders striking in a gas 
fixture, and causing a shock to his system from 
which he never fully recovered. This is believed 
to have been the primary cause of the affection 
which finally resulted in death.

Three years ago there was something like jive 
per cent more currency in circulation than at 
this time. The cause of the slight contraction 
is that the banks have reduced their circulation 
during the past three years nearly thirty mill- 
fons because they could not find profitable or 
satisfactory use for it. They had more money 
than they could loan to advantage. Some- 
thing like twenty-five millions of greenbacks 
have also been retired under the provisions of 
the Resumption act of 1875, and two-thirds of 
the fractionals; but within two years fifty mill- 
ions of silver has been added to the currency, 
—including trade-dollars and old halves, quar- 
ters, and dimes that have come into use. The 
aggregate contraction of paper of all, kinds 
over the expansion of silver has been, in round 
numbers, thirty millions of dollars since three 
years ago. The cause of the present low prices 
of produce is the decline in the foreign markets 
under the double influence of the restoration of 
peace in Europe and the immense crops in this 
country last year, and the prospects of fine 
crops in‘Europe and America this year. When 
the supply of produce exceeds the demand 
prices tumble down, and there is no help for it. 

A cable dispatch from the Mark Lane Er- 
press, London, June 4, gives the same explana- 
tion, viz. : 


The immediate causes of this depression in the 
price of produce are the enormous shipments from 
America, with splendid prospects for an abundant 
crop this year, and the feeling that our differences 
withtuseia will be pacifically adjusted. The re- 
sult Is a general stagnation of trade, which has 
moved wituin nsrrow limits throughout the week. 
Wheat and maize are only salable at a shilling re- 
duction, and even then only in re quantities. 
Quotations are now at a peace level.

SWETT VERSUS REYNOLDS. 

The papers for a few days vast have had 
something in reference to the office of the 
Chief Grain-Inspector. First it was a decision 
in the Circuit Court in. the Harper case, by 
which that individual was sustained in his pur- 
pose to hold on to funds in his hands which had 
accrued in access of what was required to run 
the office during his administration. Next came 
the case of Mr. Swett, recently deposed fram 
the office, who, gathering light from the Harper 
opinion or decision, also refused to give up the 
excess of earnings.

WISCONSIN. 
Yesterday's Legislative Proceedings—Move- 
ment Toward Kelief for Cyclone Victim 
Other News.

Mapison, Wis., June 5.—In the Senate a 
message was received from Gov. Smith recom- 
mending that some action be taken by the 
Legislature to relieve the distress caused by the 
late terrible tornado through Southern Wiscon- 
sin. 

Senator Burrows, tn behalf of the Mayor and 
citizens of Madison, invited the members of the 
Legislature, employes, and reporters, to a 
Legisiative excursion around Fourth Lake, to 
take place on Thursday afternoon, commencing 
at 2 o’clock. 

Senator Anderson introduced the following 
joint resolution, which lies over under the rule: 
Resolved, That there shall be a joint committee 
appointed to take into consideration the recom- 
mendation of,the Governor in regard to the dam- 
age done by the recent tornado, and that the Sen- 
ate appoint one member ana the Assembly one 
member from each county through which such tor- 
nado passed, and that said Committee have power 
to introduce a bill for the relief of said sufferers 
if, in their opinion, State aid is required. .

THE INSANE ASYLUM. 

The Commitiee on Public Charities met under 
lock and key yesterday to consider the adoption of 
rew rules for the government of the insane Asy- 
lum. The Committee had two sets before it—one 
from asspecial committee of physicians, and 
another from Dr. Spray: Neither of the sets was 
adopted, however, as a whole, but Mr. Senne 
compiled a new set which met the approval of the 
Committee. There Was no money in the work. 
consequently itis safe to say thai the secrecy of 
the meeting resulted in very little good to the 
Ring. 

Dr. Spray, of the Insane Asylum, reports an- 
other case of insubordination. He says he put a 
patient in the room so long occupied by Miss Har- 
ris, the talkative invalid, a few days ago, anda 
row ensued. Miss Grant, at the head of the edu- 
cational department, did not like the idea of any 
one being added to Mise He's society, and she ex- 
expressed her dissatisfaction in such strong terms 
as to amount to a decided unpleasantness, in which 
the intrüder narrowly escaped being forcibly 
ejected from the room. The Doctor says he never 
before heard such language as was used, and don't 
want to again. 

ON A STRIKE FOR THEIR PAY. 

Walker, the Court-House contractor, is again in 
trouble. He has had a serious time getting money 
from the county recently, and since he got the 
$20,000 a tew days ago bis indulgent employee at 
Lement are having an equaily ser.ous time getting 
him to pay them. They struck Monday, and 
threatened to do all manner of ugly things unless 
they got their pay, and from what could be learned 
yesterday they were still on astrike. Walker says 
that he stole down on them Tuesday night and sur- 
prised them by paying them, but those who know 
him, and also know the many uses he has for 
money, take very little stockin his story. The 
employes on the work in the city yesterday 
snid that they had not been paid, 
and they. too. threaten to quit work 
atany minute. They have been living on promises 
for some months, and predict that it is only a mat- 
terof time when Walker will be compelled to 
throw up the contract. Just what Walker has done 
with the $30, 000 is not known. 

THE DISCRIMINATION AGAINST EMPLOYES. 

Tne County Treasurer yesterday caused to be 
exhibited to the reporters an order signed by four 
members of the Finance Committee authorizing 
him to pay the Commissioners their per diem bills 
audited by the Board Friday. This order was 
signed by Fitzgerald, Lenzen, Spofford, and 
Ayars, and was exhibited to controvert the state- 
mentthatin payingthem he had discriminated 
against all of the couuty employes and contractors, 
who have been carrying county orders since Novem- 
ber. Vith greater propriety he might have 
exhibited the Board proceedings for the past ix 
monathe wherein orders have been issued. and 
which he has refused to pay, and confessed, with- 
out hinting at an apology for his conduct, that he 
recognized the Finance Committee—or four mem- 
bers of it —as having authority over the Board. He 
had no right to obey the order of this Committee, 
and they were foolish in makingit. The law de- 
fines his duty to be to receive the public moneys, 
etc., and disburse them on the order of the County 
Board, and a failure to do this sudjects him to 
criminal prosecution. He has paid the Commis- 
sioners on the order of the Board, very clearly, but 
it is equally clear thatin so doing he has discrim- 
minated against every person hol ing a county or- 
der of prior date,—and these are legion,—and 
failed to dv his duty in refusing to 
honor the orders of employes and contractors, 
which neglect the statutes provide shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not less than $50, nor more than 
$1, 000, one-half of wnich goes to the person su- 
ing, and the other half to the county.

Adoption of a Strong Resolution Do- 
nouncing Strikes. 


NORTHWESTERN. 
Special Diepatch to The Tribune. 

New York, June 5.—The Sun says the impor- 
tence of the Chicago & Northwestern Railroad 
election to-morrow will appear when it is noted 
that the common stock of the Northwestern 
Railroad was advanced more than 20 per cent in 
the contest for the election. When the pur- 
chase of shares for the control began, about 
three months ago, Northwestern common 
was sclliig at 33. It bas since 
sold at 53, and for some weeks 
has rested between 50 and 54 About 
one year ago Northwestern common was selling 
at 15. The people who now hold the large 
blocks in most instances bought it at low fig* 
ures, and have laid handsome fortunes. The 
great cry has been that the @arnings have in- 
creased enormously on account of the impetus 
given to transportation by the large 
crop of 1877. Whether the increase in 
the earnings has been sufficient to warrant an 
advance in the price of the stock, common and 
preferred, of more than $15,000,000 is yet to be 
solved. After John F. Tracy’s health gave way 
in 1877, it became evident that, unless assistance 
was obtained, Chicago & Northwestern stock 
would go to pieces. With Tracy unable to at- 
tend to business, William L. Scott, his brother- 
in-law, came into control of the speculation, 
and concluded to take Jay Gould into 
his confidence. An arrangement was thereupon 
entered into by which Gould was to take 30,000 
shares of Northwestern common from the pool 
at 88, a large block of the preferred, and agree 
to support the price of the stock in the Ex- 
change. In return he was to have a representa- 
tion of the Union Pacific interest in the 
Chicago & Northwestern and thé Chicago 
& Rock Island Boards. The agreement 
was carried out so far as letting the 
Union Pacific interest have a representation in 
the other two Boards. No sooner had this been 
made public than the prices of both North- 
western and Rock Island broke away in a fright- 
ful manner. Chicago & Northwestern common 
sold down from 33 to 15, and Rock Island 
touched 824%. Kennedy & Co. failed at the be- 
ginning of the scrape. Gould came to 
their assistance and purchased largely of 
the stock as it was offered. Members of 
the pool say Gould betraved them in not sus- 
taining the prices at 33, and that a contract in 
writing was made which he violated. Certainly 
he bought all he could get at the low figures. 
In the summer it became clear that a large 
crop would be harvested, and, upon this, an up- 
ward movement was begun iu the ommon and 
preierred stocks, which has not yet culminated. 
The Turco-Russian War created a demand 
for our breadstuifs, and everything favored an 
advance in prices. Specnuiation in the North 
western stocks has beroitié the fashion, aud it 
will probably take some time for the public to 
become accurately informed as to the real mer- 
its of the properties. The reason for the re- 
cent startling advance from 33 to 55 in North- 
western common grew out of the efforts of the 
Amsterdam holders of the preferred to oust 
the Jay Gould Directors. Gould is extremely 
unpopular in Germany, om account of his re- 
markable manipulation of various securities in 
which the Germans have beenzinterested. They 
wrote over to L. Sykes, Jr., Secretary „ind Al 
bert Keep, President of the Chicago & North- 
western Kailway, asking them to aid in unseat- 
inz the Jay Gould representation in 
the Board. Messrs. Keep and Sykes 
responded favorably, and. with a 
block of 60,000 shares of German stock asked 
for proxies from American holders. Gould 
became informed of their movements, and went 
in vigorously to defeat this scheme by buying 
stock in the open market. In this way he be- 
caine possessed of something like 150,000 shares 
of Chicago & Northwestern common and pre- 
ferred. Whether he has secured enough 
will appear at to-morrow’s election. It is 
understood that he holds a great many 
. secured through the agency of .Messrs. 
Jaws, Dillon, aud Scott, and that the latter 
gentleman has been disposed to object to cast- 
ing them for a Board of Direction exclusively 
in Gould’s interest. It is stated that $1,100,000 
has been charged to construction during the 
past yearin the Chicago & Northwestern Rail- 
road. If this is true, the late dividend of 36 
per cent upon the preferred and 3 upon tlie 


common may be called in question.
